THE PAST AND THE PRESENT 
In wanting this chapter I feel like a traveler who has toiled for a long 
. 
tim e up the m ountain side till a t last he has reached the summit and then 
Court House on Saturday evening J turns arouncj (0 trace the pathw ay along which he has traveled and 
between the hours of seven and nine survey the broad landscape th a t stretches out before him. My recolection 
of facts and events in my life, goes back to a period when I was about 
five years of age. At this date, now that I am seventy years of age, I can 
review an experience, covering sixty-five years. 
In this review it is my 
object to note especially the changes that have occurred in the world 
as I have observed them , and to contrast the past and present in the 
social, industrial, political, religious and artistic conditions of hum an 
life. I have always been grateful th a t it was my lot to pursue my course 
of life just a t this period of the world’s history. W hatever may occur in 
the future the last three quarters of the nineteenth century have been 
distinguished by a more rapid development of all the features of civiliza­ 
tion than any similar space of time. The world as I see it today is widely 
different, in m any im portant respects from the world as I saw it In Hie 
beginning of my career. 
The Home Life 
Tile home Ufe and domestic conditions of the people are in striking 
contrasts with their surroundings, sixty years ago. 
At th a t period the 
food th at we ate was plain and substantial, but few luxuries appeared on 
the table. The bread was invariably baked in the oven belonging to each 
family and a sufficient quantity prepared to last for a week or longer. 
Sometimes a metal utensil, known as the “D utch Oven” was substituted, 
in which one loaf could be baked at a time. This was set over an open 
fire and live coals heaped on the top of it. The m eats were either boiled 
or fried, rarely roasted. Tile cooking as a rule was done by the women 
of the family. In a large fireplace, th a t was a necessary appendage to 
every house, the meats and vegetables were prepared. 
Over an open 
fire above which was suspended by a pot hook or chain, the pots and 
kettles, the busy housewives prepared the meals th a t were eaten. I can 
rem em ber when the first cooking stove, a "H athaw ay” was introduced 
into our house and tile curiosity and com m ents it excited among our 
neighbors. As the years passed by the stoves were improved until a t the 
present tim e all the cooking and family baking is now done upon them 
with an ease th at woukl have surprised our m others. Tile house in which 
I ani writing these lines was built in 1796, before the era of stoves, and 
has .seven fireplaces provided for the burning of wood. 
The stove for 
cooking and heating purposes has contributed largely to the com fort of 
m ankind. It has reduced the am ount and changed the m ethods of 
domestic labor. 
Hand Loomed Clothes 
The same changes have occurred in the m atter of clothing. 
For 
w inter wear the wool was taken from the sheep, carded and spun a t Hie 
house and then taken to the weaver who on his hand loom would work 
it into the cloth desired. 
After this it was cut and made into garm ents 
for the family. For summer wear, flax was raised and when woven fu r­ 
nished the m aterials for the garm ents. O ften when a little boy I assisted 
my good m other in the tack of pulling it up and watering it to rot the 
outer fibre and get it ready to be broken and spun. 
The sound of her 
spinning wheel, as she toiled at it for m any weary hours each day is one 
of the vivid memories of my childhood. 
Our stockings were knit for 
sum m er and winter wear from the linen and woolen yarn th at came from 
her wheel. 
Little leisure wa a found by those who had the responsibility 
of the household to bear. But the progress of invention has changed all 
this. 
Cotton has superceded flax. The spinning jinney and power loom 
have displaced the spinning wheel and in these developments of the 
m echanical arts, those instrum ents of homely toil are now regarded as 
curiosities by the rising generation. They are prized as heirlooms and 
relics of a past age. 
Agriculture 
I have been m uch impressed by a sim ilar contrast between the 
past and the present in the m ethods of agriculture. 
On the farm 
on which I now live, in my boyhood, I have seen, when the time for hay­ 
m aking arrived, three or four men side by side swinging their scythes, 
keeping stroke together, mowing down the grass in swathes to be cured 


o’clock.

In form er days, the cradle in the hands of the laborer cut the ripened 
w heat or oats and laid it iii even rows across the geld. Each cradle was 
followed by two hands who alternately raked and bound up the sheaves. 
Under the impulse of invention the sam e work is now done by the reaper 
which cuts and binds the wheat or other grain as it is drawn over the field 
by a team of horses. 
When seeding tim e came, tile work was done at 
the beginning of my life. just as it was at the beginning of the christian 
era. 
“A sower went forth to sow’.” W ith a bag of grain slung over his 
shoulder he walked buck and forward over the field scattering the 
precious seed on the ground with his hands. Now an ingenious m achine 
on wheels does the same work with greater exactness and speed. 
W hen 
the harvests were gathered into the barn sixty years ago tile threshing 
was done by the simple use of the fiail in the hands of the worker. 
The first im provem ent on this method was the invention of the horse 
power and threshing machine. 
Tile work could be done more rapidly, 
but the chaff had to bo separated from the w heat by a windmill turned 
by hand. 
As the years rolled by, great im provem ents were made in this 
line. 
My father built the first threshing m achine th a t was operated in 
our neighborhood. 
The steam thresher has at the present tim e superceded all other 
m ethods of getting the gram out of the hull. A large traction engine, of 
eight or ten horsepower is driven from barn to burn, with all the neces­ 
sary apparatus attached. It is there connected with the separator, w'hich 
combines the m achinery for Uie threshing, winnowing and m easuring 
up the seed. Its speed is such th a t in a single day the ordinary crop of 
a good-sized farm can be threshed oui and put in the granary. 
The making of butter has gone through the same process of im prove­ 
m ent. 
Until a few years ago the delicate a rt of separating the cream 
from the milk was accomplished by the skimmer in tile hand of the 
dairy woman after it had been allowed to gather on the surface of the 
crock 
Now from almost every farm the milk is brought fresh to the 
creamery, where an ingenious m achine, known us a milk separator, 
driven by steam, rapidly removes the cream from the body of the milk 
and makes ii ready for churning. It is then put into a large churn and 
several hundred jxmnds of butter are produced by steam power in the 
most scientific m anner 
The old fashioned churn of our m others is now’ 
generally displaced and assigned to the same position as the spinning 
wheel.

IS FOUND DEAD 


Friend Says OGPU 
Caused Death of 
Krivitsky 


[By the Associated Press] 
W ashington, Feb. ll — Declaring 
that “an assassin m ight have coun­ 
terfeited” 
apparent suicide 
notes 
found by the bullet-torn body of 
General 
W alter a . 
Krivitsky, 
a 
friend of the former Soviet Russian 
secret agent today urged a search­ 
ing Investigation of his mysterious 
death. 
Louis W aldman, Krivitsky’s New 
York attorney, hurried here after 
the body was found in a $2.50 hotel 
room yesterday and disclosed th at 
his client told him only recently 
of the arrival in New York of a 
m an named “Hans,” 
“This man was known to Krivitsky 
as a deadly assassin of the OGPU 
(Soviet Secret Police;,” W aldman 
said. 
“Since the arrival of Hans 
in the United States Krivitsky felt 
th a t his days were limited. 
He 
asked me to do certain things to get 
protection for him.” 
Although Coroner A. M agruder 
MacDonald earlier had issued a cer­ 
tificate of suicide, police said they 
would hold the case open. 
No Sign of Struggle 
The body, a 
.38 caliber bullet 
wound in the right temple, was 
taken to the morgue, but the re­ 
sults of the autopsy will not be 
known for several days. 
Detectives 
said a blood-stained revolver was 
clutched 
in 
the 
Russian’s 
hand 
when he was found, and th at his 
unpretentious room showed no signs 
of a struggle. 
Coroner MacDonald said “we have 
been convinced th at this was a sui­ 
cide 
But in view of the facts Mr. 
W aldman gave, we are going to 
keep the case open and run down all 
leads. ’ 
W aldm an’s theory of possible as­ 
sassination was backed by the Rus­ 
sian’s widow’, Mrs. Tanya Krivitsky, 
who said af her New York a p a rt­ 
m ent th at lier husband was warned 
a m onth ago that a m an was in this 
country seeking to kill him. 
Coroner MacDonald, however, said 
the 
handw riting 
of 
three 
notes 
found by the I xxiv — one in Russian, 
another in English, and a third in 
G erm an — was reported by police 
experts to be identical with th a t on 
Krivttsky's registration card a t the 
hotel. 
Krivitsky, who had told the Dies 
committee 
he 
was 
born 
Sam uel ’ 
Ginsberg, had registered as “W alter j 
Poref.” 
"It is very' difficult and I want to 
live very badly, but it is impossible,” I 
read the police translation of a note | 
w ritten in Russian and addressed 
to “Tanya and Alek,” K nvitsky’s 
wife and son. 
A note in English to W aldman 
asked the attorney to h°lp "my wife 
and my boy.” 
A third letter to I 
"Suzanne” was written In G erm an J 
and likewise asked help for the 
widow and son. W aldman said Su- j 
zanne was one of the R ussians 
friends. 
Had Specimens of Writing 
“The letters appear to be suicide 
notes," W aldman said, “but in the 
interest of the family and in the 
public interest, I have asked the j 
authorities not to close the investi­ 
gation. 
“Although the notes are in the 
handw riting of Krivitsky, it is well 
known that the OGPU. of which 
Krivitsky had been an official, had j 
specimens of his handwriting. 
The 
OGPU is expert In counterfeiting 
handw riting and signatures of K ri- j 
vitsky.” 
The little Russian with the grim - 
lined face gained national notice in 
October. 1939, when he declared in 
testifying before the Dies com m it­ 
tee investigating un-Am erican ac­ 
tivities 
that “undoubtedly" 
there 
were Russian secret agents in the 
United States Army and Navy.
